EWS that Nicholas Roerich, the world- 
| \ renowned artist, now on an art expedition into 

Central Asia, and the other members of the 
expedition, Mme. Roerich and their son, George 
Roerich, the Orientalist, have been virtual prisoners 
in Central Asia by the Daotai of Khotan, Chinese 
Turkestan, has been received and announced by the 
Roerich Museum and the Corona Mundi, Internationa] 
Art Center of New York, under whose auspices the 
expedition was sent. 

Some time ago, shortly following the news of the 
safe passage of the expedition over the Karakorum, 
Sasser and Khardong Passes, the directors of the 
institutions in New York received a sudden telegram, 
apparently sent secretly by courier through India, 
indicating that the expedition was being held up in 
Khotan. Efforts were made through Washington 
and through central Chinese officials to gain free 
passage for the expedition. Apparently these efforts 
were of no avail, because a second message was 
received to the same effect. Utmost anxiety has 
been felt by the directors of the museum for the 
safety of the expedition, although now a message 
has been received through Kashgar that the expedi- 
tion had been finally released after a long fight. 

The message, although not giving details, indi-

cates that attempts to stop the expedition from pro 
ceeding were made, even at the serious risk of the 
lives of the members of the party. Their messages 
were held up and when it was indicated to the Daotai 
that outside pressure would be brought to bear, he 
threatened to force the members of the expedition 
to return to India by way of the Sasser Pass—which 
would have meant inevitable death, as the passes are 
completely closed in Winter. When the members of 
the expedition refused and threatened the Daotai 
with entire responsibility for their lives he consented 
to release them, but has confiscated all their arms, 
although their route lies through Central Asia and is 
beset by great dangers in the way of native ma- 
rauders and wild beasts. Although the directors of 
the museum believe that the lives of the members 
are now safe—it is feared that their health has been 
greatly undermined by the experiences, and that the 
work of the expedition has been retarded. Anxiety 
is heightened by the fact that with the expedition is 
Mme. Roerich — perhaps the first Western woman 
ever to risk the rigors of such an expedition. 

The Roerich Art Expedition, which went to Asia 
under the auspices of Corona Mundi, International 
Art Centre has been in the East since 1923, and has 
had remarkable success in its artistic work. Its

HEN the present century was very young 
W Alice Hegan Rice wrote “Mrs. Wiggs of 

the Cabbage Patch” and “Lovey Mary.” 
Sophistication had not come to us in those days. 
It was, fully as much as Mrs. Wharton’s decade of 
the seventies, “the age of innocence.” The great 
American public, not dreaming of jazz and knowing 
of cynicism only to dread it, laughed and wept to 
its heart’s content at the humor and pathos of the 
cabbage patch. 

The picturization of “Lovey Mary” which Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer has just given us, featuring Bessie 
Love and William Haines, unmistakably “dates.” 
The cabbage patch is altogether too simple and 
childlike a place to be quite credible in the present 
state of things. But in this the photoplay is only 
faithful to the original story. It is pleasant to record 
that there has been no attempt to bring the action 
up to date. Not a single high-powered automobile 
appears in the entire film. None of the characters 
is interested in radio. For this we render thanks 
and homage to King Baggot, who directed the 
screening of “Lovey Mary.” 

The story opens in an orphan asylum, of whick 
the heroine, played by Bessie Love, is an inmate. 
Lovey Mary is a harum-scarum girl who evidently 
comes of a stock at which eugenists would shake 
their heads, for she has a sister who is sent to jail, 
leaving a baby to be cared for at the asylum. Lovey 
Mary devotes herself to this baby and when, after 
two years, her sister is free again and about to take 


the child back Lovey Mary flees with him from the 
institution in order to keep him for her own. Thus 
she arrives at the cabbage patch. 

And, as all readers of Mrs. Rice’s books will re- 
member, the cabbage patch is a collection of broken- 
down shanties where golden hearts and empty purses

flourish. Mrs. Wiggs (Mary Alden) takes Lovey 
Mary and the little boy to her bosom. Billy Wiggs 
(William Haines) enthusiastically supports this 
action and presently falls in love with Mary. He is 
a chivalric young man who has a milk route—a 
living demonstration of the truth that kind hearts 
are more than coronets. 

The principal drawback to putting the story on 
the screen is that practically none of Mrs. Wiggs’s 
homely philosophy, which was the chief charm of 
the cabbage patch books, can be reproduced. But 
the atmosphere of the books is preserved, which is 
an achievement. Mary Alden, as Mrs. Wiggs, has 
very little opportunity to do anything but show her- 
self to be a kind-hearted woman. To Vivia Ogden, 
as Miss Hazy, the spinster who advertises for a 
husband and then regrets it, greater possibilities are 
given, and she measures up to them. And Master 
Jackie Combs, as Tommy the 2-year-old, is one of 
the most satisfactory youngsters we have ever seen 
in pictures. 

Bessie Love does as well with the part of Lovey 
Mary as most film actresses would do. She over- 
emphasizes the scenes of emotional stress, but that 
is an old and familiar story. As Billy the milkman, 
William Haines is as pleasantly competent as 
usual. 

Taking it altogether, “Lovey Mary” is a good pic- 
ture for flappers and their boy friends to see. It 
will seem quaint and old-fashioned to them, but it~ 
may open their minds to the virtues of simplicity, 
and goodness knows that will do them no harm.

NNOUNCEMENT has recently been made of Harvard’s 
A definite plans for a memorial to the 373 Harvard 
men who gave their lives in the World War. The 
memorial is to be a new university church, non-sectarian, 
as is the present Appleton Chapel, and is to be built on the 
site of Appleton in the Harvard yard. 

The architects conceive a Georgian church of white 
granite from the same place where over one hundred years 
ago the famous architect, Bulfinch, found the stone for 
University Hall, the administration building of the univer- 
sity, which will flank the new church on the west. In order 
that the form of the church may not be diminished by the 
mass of Widener Library, across the quadrangle, massive 
columns will support the roof and the spire. 

A national committee of one hundred representative 
Harvard men has been organized under Allston Burr as 
chairman to raise the necessary fund of over a million dol- 
lars. Of this over two hundred thousand dollars is already 
firmly subscribed, and at the annual meeting of the Associ- 
ated Harvard Clubs in Chicago definite plans are being 
launched for the subscription of the fund on Armistice Day, 
Nov. 11. 

The church will contain a simple and monumental memo- 
rial chapel on whose walls will stand the names of the 
Harvard dead. The chancel of the church will be large 
enough for the students and choir at morning prayers.

Arrange your trip to see a few fiestas if 
you're going before bullfighting disappears.

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UNCOVERING THE SPHINX AFTER FIFTY-FIVE CENTURIES 


FTER six months of labor the sand which par- 
tially enveloped that most mysterious of 
Egyptian monuments, the Sphinx, has been 

cleared away. The work has been carried out by 
the Antiquities Department of the Egyptian Gov- 
ernment, who are to be congratulated on the suc- 
cessful completion of the task. It enables one to 
form a better idea of the immense size of the mon- 
ument and to picture what it must have looked 
like when first erected. 

All but the head and shoulders and part of the 
back of the Sphinx were hidden in sand, many 
thousands of tons of it, and this was removed by 
an army of 800 Egyptian girls and boys. They 
were employed in gangs and each gang boasted of 
its singer, who chanted a refrain as his fellows 
passed along with their basket of débris. Not only 
has the sand been removed but masons have given 
attention to the neck, head and face of the monu- 
ment. No attempt was made to restore the broken 
nose or beard, which once hung from the chin. 
The monument has been much damaged in the past 
and it was desirable to make these ravages good. 
A hole six feet deep was chiseled in the top of the 
head by a fanatic, who said he was looking for a 
hidden chamber of gold. 

Now that the sand has been removed the mag- 
nificent proportions of the lower part of the 
monument are apparent. From the fore toes to 
the end of its quarters the Sphinx measures about 
240 feet in length and stands some 65 feet in total 
height. The face has a breadth of 13% feet, the
